COUNCILMEN EARN PAY 


The News does not know what the out- 
come may be of the suit against the city 
¢ouncilmen, for them to return to the city 
treasury the little old $50 @ month they 
have been drawing as salaries, but does 
know that if the law hinders them from 
having a decent remuneration for their 
time and ability, then the law needs 
changing. 

Just why a man should be expected to 
work for a city and give his time and 
abilities to that work and yet receive no 
compensation is a puzzle that will be hard 
for anybody to answer. We go to the 
places of business men who are on the 
city councils and do business of various 
kinds with them of a private nature, and 
pay them for it, as we should, and when 


_ they come to our places of business and 


transact business with us which requires 
our time and talents, or capital, or all 
three, they pay us, as they should. Then 
why, in the name of common sense, 
should they be expected to serve the city 
free? There is no sense in it and no 


» justice. 


. 
Any man who is capable of holding a 


,tesponsible public position snch as city 
“councilman is deserving of pay for it, 


and good pay. 

The average city councilman in many 
of the large cities is looked upon by the 
general public as a gratter. It is a joke 
all over the United States. Doubtless 
this is an injustice to a large majority 
of the men in such positions, but it is a 
fact, nevertheless, and it is getting so in 
many of the larger cities throughout the 
country that only politicians and grafters 
can be got to accept such positions. Busi- 
ness men have not time to devote to city 
affairs, and cannot afford to give time 
and ability to the community for noth- 
ing when they might better be putting 
it into their own business. Neither is 
there any honor or glory in the job, for 
the average councilman gets cussed and 
kieked, figuratively, and is lucky if he 
don’t get it literally. When you attempt 
to please the whole people you are at- 
tempting an impossibility. No man ever 
accomplished it yet, and never will. “It 
is a thankless task. Pleasing all the 
people as a councilman is as big an im- 
possibility as pleasing all the people run- 
ning a newspaper. It simply ean’t be 
done, and the man is mistaken that trys 
it. The very best he can hope to do along 
either line of endeavor is to wlease a bare 
majority, and he is in big luck if he does 
that well. 

The position of councilman is one of 
great responsibility. The best brains and 
ability of a community should be placed 
in such positions, and then they should be 
paid a salary commensurate with the 
work and ability and responsibility re- 
quired.

In view of Dr. Anna Shaw’s call to all 
suffragists to resist the income tax 
assessor to the death, thus insisting upon 
the great principle of no taxation with- 
out representation, would it not be well 
or all men to combine against milliners?

The peace treaty is signed. Before it 
can be effective so far as America is con- 
cerned the United States senate must vote 
ratification. There are those in the senate 
who say they will not approve the treaty. 

John H. Walker, who was selected by 
President Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, to_accompany W&lliam 
H. Taft and others on a national speaking 
tour in behalf. of the League of Nations 
principle, in this article tells why Ameri- 
can labor is for the treaty and for it 
strong. On his tour Walker covered fif- 
teen states. He talks about treaty from 
the view-point of a working men who sees 
8 chance to nail down something definite 
in the way of human progress and says: 

‘“‘Every normal-minded person is op- 
posed to war. Every normal-minded per- 
son wishes to prevent war if it be poss- 
ible to do so honorably and without 
having to submit to some impossible 
condition. Particularly is this true of 
organized labor—the men and women 
who, by the very fact that they are or- 
ganized, show that they are the thinking 
ones. They have arrived at that con- 
clusion, not because they are afraid to 
fight, for their whole lives have been 
more or less of a fight. The suffering, 
misery and cost of their daily struggles 
are little less than that of actual war- 
fare.’’ 

“But while they are not afraid to 
fight if necessary, because their exper- 
ience has given them special knowledge 
of what fighting means, possibly more 
than those who have not had that ex- 
perience, they want to avoid that terr- 
ible cost whenever possible. And it is

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Union Men Not Especially Favored. 
In defending the United States em- 
ployment service before the house and 
senate labor committees, Secretary 
Wilson denied that the labor depart- 
ment was being operated solely in the 
tmterest of organized labor. 

The secretary charged a “systematic 
and persistent campaign of misrepre- 
sentation” has been carried on against 
the employment service because it 
sought only union men for Seattle ship 
yards. He explaimed that under con- 
tracts, In which the government had 
mo part, those yards were operated by 
unien labor, and declared it would 
have been a “crime to have sent non- 
union men there tn the hope of finding 
work.”

BIG GAINS MADE BY UNIONS, 


Nearly Half Million More Men Said to 
Have Effected Organization In 
Recent Months. 


Nearly 500,000 railway employees, 
or one-fourth of the entire number of 
railroad men, have effected some sort 
of organization in recent months, ac- 
cording to reports reaching labor lead- 
ers at Washington. Most of these men 
had been wholly unorganized previous- 
ly or had belonged to trades which 
were only partly organized. Many lo- 


ist secretly and are known to railroad 
executives only through committees 
which claim to represent the men, 
though not as union spokesmen. 

A large proportion of the recently 
organized employees are clerks, main- 
tenance-of-way men, shopmen and din- 
ing car employees. 

Although the raflroad administra- 
tion never has taken a stand either 
for or against extension of employees’ 
organizations, the unionizing move 
ment is believed by labor leaders to 
have been stimulated by Director 
General McAdoo’s order forbidding dis- 
crimination because of either member- 
sbip or nonmembership in labor or 
ganizations. 


TO STUDY BRITISH METHODS 


American War Work Council Investl- 
gating Industrial and Labor Ques- 
tions in That Country. 


No more interesting commission, 
nor one more significant of the place 
which women hold today in the labor 
world, has been welcomed to England 
thap that of the American war work 
council, dealing with industrial and 
labor questions, particularly as they 
affeet women. The commission, which 
has come through France, is to visit 
Manchester and Birmingham as well 
as London, and meetings are to be ar 
ranged with the industrial socteties 
and with government departments. In 
the United States it 1s generally ree 
ognized that there Is much to learn 
from England with regard to labor pol- 
fey concerning women, and it ts hoped 
that many British methods will be | 
adopted. It is safe to say that noth- 
ing could give the old country greater 
satisfaction than to share the fruits 
of its Initiative and experience with 
the new, and whatever England has to 
offer will be wholly at the disposal of | 
these distinguished guests.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

Justified, Say Landlords. 


Landlords here say that under war 
time legislation restricting the ratsing | 
of rents they lost money und that they 
have got to advance the prices a rea- 


sonable amount in order to make a le- 
gittmate profit. What the landloras of 
the District of Columbia say is just 
about parallel to some of the answers 
made by other industries which have 
been accused of profiteering. 

The counsel for one of the greatest 
organizations of labor in the United 
States told me the other day that la- 
boring men everywhere tell him they 
are tired of striking, that they want | 
adequate pay, of course, but that they 
do not want to have to strike constant- 
ly in order to- get money enough to pay 
the landlord, the butcher, the baker 
and the milk man. The Intimation of 
the counsel was that if the cost of liv- 
ing in some way could he regulated so | 
that food men, clothing men, and Iand- ' 
lords could get a fair profit, and the 
salary and the wage earners could 
live and put aside a ljttle money, there \ 
would be a sudden dropping off in 
strikes and a sudden disappearance of | 
discontent. |

BILL INTRODUCED BY SENATOR 
TOWNSEND INDORSED BY PER- 
SONS IN ALL SECTIONS. 


Maintenance by the Government of 
Trunk Lines Intersecting Each State 
and All Connected. 


Washington.— The movement to con- 
struct a national system of trunk line 
highways intersecting each state, the 
cost of construction and maintenance 
to be borne by the federal government, 
is gaining throughout the country, ac- 
cording to reports coming in to the 
federal highway council. 

Many letters are coming in from
